alarm that a chunk of the road had 
a leak with water spilling out of it. 

Thames Water finally sent in 
workmen at 9.30pm and they con¬ 
tinued to fix the leak until nearly 
lam, keeping many awake, resi¬ 
dents claimed. 

Yasmean Elghaly, 24, who has 
lived in the road for most of her life, 
said her mother had to be up at 5am 
the next day. 


She said: “There has been a leak 
for about two weeks and most resi¬ 
dents reported it - it got bigger and 
bigger. They could have done it in 
the day. They let it grow and grow 
and get to a stage where it became 
an emergency in the middle of the 
night. 

“The police even came out be¬ 
cause of the noise. The builders all 
thought it was very funny. But peo¬ 
ple have work the next day.” 

Thames Water has come under 
criticism after increasing its prices 


in London by another 5.5 per cent 
from April - double the rate of 
inflation. 

A spokesman for the company, 
which reported a pre-tax profit of 
£112.6m for the six months to Octo¬ 
ber, said: “Ideally we would repair 
all our burst pipes immediately, but 
we have to prioritise the most se¬ 
vere ones first. 

“We are sorry for the amount of 
time it took to get this sorted and 
for the late-night disturbance it 
caused.”

Barriers down to create Greenway

Barriers were brought down 
during a ceremony in Tol- 
worth Broadway this week 
marking the start of the £3m 
Greenway project. 

Tolworth councillors turned 
up to say goodbye to the first 
central barrier to go. 

Ahead of the ceremony, pro¬ 
ject architects defended their 
design against an onslaught 
of unimpressed residents at 
the latest presentation last 
week. 

Tom Sudhoff, landscape ar¬ 
chitect at Studio Egret West, 
the team behind the project 
design, said he was pleased 
with the final plans despite a 
backlash of protests. 

He said: “We love the ap¬ 
proach the council is willing 
to take to improve the area.” 

Residents at the meeting in 
Tolworth Tower on Wednes¬ 
day last week raised con¬ 
cerns about the fragmented 
colour-scheme, the 20mph 
speed limit, and the traffic on 
the roundabout. 

Mary-Ann Sorci, from 


Raeburn Avenue, said: “It is 
a waste of money. All they 
had to do was take the barri¬ 
ers down and let Tesco do all 
the rest. 

“Twenty miles an hour at 
three o’clock in the morning 
is ridiculous. Tolworth 
Broadway already makes 


more money than any road 
in the area because of the 
parking charges.” 

Defending the colour 
scheme, Mr Sudhoff 
said: “We could not use lots 
of shrubs in that area be¬ 
cause of the cyclists and 
pedestrians. 


“It would be difficult to 
maintain. 

“The scheme adds a bit of 
interest and visual stimula¬ 
tion. With one colour you 
tend to see chewing gum 
stains more easily. If you 
have variance of colour it 
detracts from that.” 


Project manager Rod 
Raffell, of North Midland 
Construction, revealed plans 
for the next 24 weeks of 
building. 

Mr Raffell said: “The na¬ 
ture of the job itself will 
mean some disruption, but at 
all times we will be maintain¬ 
ing access to the shops and 
businesses. 

“We won’t impinge on any 
pedestrian’s movements. 

“When we start the work 
we will go through all the 
businesses. 

“We have got their phone 
numbers and we will obvi¬ 
ously keep them informed.” 

The project involves sus¬ 
pending parking bays during 
off-peak hours while aiming 
to maintain two-way traffic. 

Construction of the foot¬ 
ways will take place first 
with only half of the footpath 
being paved at one time. 
Work on the roads will start 
in the summer. 

A 20mph speed limit will af¬ 
fect the road from the round¬ 
about up to Ewell Road with 
a 20mph restriction at the 
roundabout.

Still hanging on the telephone 


Patients at the new Surbiton Health 
Centre were unable to speak to their 
doctor after technical faults left 
callers hanging on the phone for 
hours. 

A problem with the new telephone 
system at the Ewell Road centre, on 
the site of the old Surbiton Hospital, 
saw some patients unable to contact 
their GP for up to two days in its 
opening week. 

Several patients queued on the 
phone for up to an hour as they tried 
to call the new centre, said 
to be equipped with the 
“latest advancements in modern 
healthcare”. 

Peter Bell, from Raeburn Avenue, 
said he could not reach his doctor for 
two days. 

He claimed “the old ghost of

Surbiton Hospital was getting its 
revenge”. 

He said: “It is supposed to be all 
clever and modern, but it is not. If I 
tot up the hours I have tried to 
phone, on and off, we are talking 
about five or six hours. But the re¬ 
ceptionists have been very helpful 
and very honest.” 

Another patient, who did not want 
to be named, said: “You could not get 
through. 

“You phone up one of the surgeries 
and it gives you another number. 
You phone that and it is engaged, 
then you are on hold for 15 to 20 
minutes. 

“It is not right. If I was moving my 


business from A to B the 
first thing I would do is make sure 
my telecommunications were 
organised.” 

The centre opened its doors on 
March 4, as four GP surgeries from 
Surbiton moved in. 

Patients who dialled their 
surgery’s number should have been 
put through to the general reception 
where either of the centre’s recep¬ 
tionists would have taken the call. 

Due to faults with the line, the calls 
instead went straight to a busy tone. 
Patients were given an alternative 
number while the problem is 
resolved. 

A spokesman for the Langley Med¬ 
ical Practice said on Friday: “The 
immediate problem with no line into 
the health centre has been resolved. 


Other problems are being worked on 
and a solution sought. 

“Unfortunately the phone prob¬ 
lems at the health centre continue to 
be problematic to say the least and 
this morning they are not working at 
all. We are using the Virgin network 
and this is apparently a problem 
with the local Virgin network.” 

As of Tuesday afternoon an auto¬ 
mated message at Central Surgery 
was still acknowledging a problem 
and redirecting callers to a new 
number, which rang for more than 
10 minutes with no answer. 

The Kingston Guardian was re¬ 
ferred by the practice manager of 
Langley Medical Practice to the 
facilities manager but the practice 
was unable to provide a phone num¬ 
ber for him.

Kamyar Momeni was devastat¬ 
ed after burglars broke into his 
home and stole thousands of 
pounds worth of Persian gold 
jewellery that belonged to his late 
wife Frances, as well as cash and 
gadgets including an iPad. 

The burglars cut a hole in the 
double-glazed patio doors 
through the back garden and un¬ 
locked it from the inside. 

They then ransacked the up¬ 
stairs bedrooms stealing the gold 
accrued during years of visits to 
Iran, where Mr Momeni was 
born. 

Mr Momeni, from Stanley Av¬ 
enue, New Malden, appealed for 
anyone with information about 
the burglary to come forward. 

He said: “I can replace the gold, 
but it isn’t going to be the same. I 
don’t care about the amount. I 
can get some money back from 
the insurance, but the main thing 
for me is the sentimental value 
and all the memories. 

“Whatever gold my daughters 
had, their mum bought.” 

Mrs Momeni died in October 
2011, after a five-year battle with 
cancer.

Detective Sergeant Trevor 
Struthers said: “The burglars 
have gained access by breaking 
the glass in the back door and un¬ 
locking it from the inside.

A young man who 
struggled for years 
with alcohol abuse 
died of natural 
causes, a coroner 
has ruled. 

The inquest into 
the death of Craig 
Baker, 27, from 
Angus Close in 
Chessington, took 
place at West Lon¬ 
don Coroner’s 
Court on Tuesday, 
March 12. 

After hearing Mr 
Baker was admit¬ 
ted to Kingston 
Hospital on 

September 19, 
2011, with high 
levels of alcohol in 
his blood, assis¬ 
tant deputy coro¬ 
ner Dr Sean 
Cummings record¬ 
ed a verdict of 
death by natural 
causes. 

He was moved 
from accident and 
emergency to the 
intensive treat¬ 
ment unit and died 
that day after suf¬ 
fering a cardiac 
arrest. 

His death was 
the result of a 
chemical imbal¬ 
ance brought on 
by alcohol abuse, 
and liver disease, 
Dr Cummings 
concluded.

Mr Unwin’s tenure 
has not been with¬ 
out its difficulties. In 
its short life, the the¬ 
atre has never recorded 
profit without the help 
of a council and univer¬ 
sity subsidy, with 
many shows 
struggling 
to attract big 
audiences. 

He sat with 
his head in his 
hands at a 
council meet¬ 
ing in Decem¬ 
ber 2008 as 
arguments 
raged over 
whether to 
withhold the 
subsidy and 
face closing 


the theatre. 

But Mr Unwin has also enjoyed 
critical and commercial success, 
most recently with his production 
of Noel Coward’s The Vortex, 
which garnered rave reviews from 
several national newspapers. 

Mr Unwin said: “It has been a 
ride. It has had some fantastic 
highs and some hard, challenging 
times. 

“It hasn’t been the easiest, but 
it’s been fantastically rewarding. 

“Putting a new theatre on the 
map is really challenging. I know 
there are always people who are 
going to snipe, but you get that 
with anything in life. 

“For me the stuff that matters is 
the people that have said: ‘This is a 
bit of a crazy dream, but let’s make 
it work’. And I think it has. 

“We have had to gain the trust, 
respect and affection not just of 
Kingston, but of the whole area. 

“And I think and hope that some 
of the sceptics have begun to be 
won round.” 

Mr Unwin said he planned to 
take a sabbatical in America and 
write another book once he leaves 
the Rose. 

He said: “Before the Rose I ran 
the English Touring Theatre for 15 
years. I’ve got three kids and I am 
in my mid-50s. I’m knackered. I 
want a bit of a rest.”

Local people will know that I 
have been involved with the 
future of the old Red Lion site 
in Tolworth for more than five 
years now. 

We obtained planning per¬ 
mission back in 2009 just as 
the recession hit and con¬ 
struction funds dried up.

Homes last year and got the 
project under way and it is 
now nearing completion, ex¬ 
pected in June this year. 

I have followed with interest

Kingston College of Art 
and Design is submitting a 
scheme for redevelopment 
on its Richmond Road site. 

The Edwardian school 
block is to be retained and 
a new building erected on 
the site of the Penny 
School and the second¬ 
hand furniture store on 
the corner of Richmond 
Road and Kingsgate Road. 

The planning applica¬ 
tion, which is due to go be¬ 
fore the development 
committee on April 30 in¬ 
volves the demolition of 
the Penny School. 

In its own day it must 
have been of importance 
as the marble foundation 
stone, which can still be 
seen, was laid by 
Her Royal Highness 
the Duchess of Clarence, 
later to become Queen 
Adelaide. 

This building is not only 
of local historical impor¬ 
tance, as pointed out in 
Marguerite Perkin’s letter 
last week (Historic Penny 
is not spent yet, March 
14), but under thick layers 
of white paint it is a mod¬ 
est but fine Georgian 
school house, a very rare 
survival. 


It is of grey stock brick 
with cherry red enrich¬ 
ments. There are beauti¬ 
fully constructed flat 
arches above the windows 
built of perfectly fitted 
red rubbers. The interior 
is simple and there is evi¬ 
dence that it was original¬ 
ly panelled or boarded in 
timber. 

It would be possible to 
incorporate this building 
into the new design with¬ 
out compromising the 
scheme too much. It 
stands where the new en¬ 
trance lobby is proposed, 
and could be used as such. 

To destroy this building 
of local historic and archi¬ 
tectural value would be an 
act of pure vandalism and 
Kingston would lose yet 
another remnant of its 
historic past. Every effort 
must be made to utilise 
and preserve the Penny 
School. 

Any comments to the 
development control com¬ 
mittee need to be in 
by April 12 so action is 
urgent.

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Are you fit to drive at your age? 


Some drive when they shouldn’t - others stop too soon 



Each year, hundreds of 
thousands of drivers could be 
making the wrong decision 
about their ability to drive 
because they lack the tools or 
advice to adequately assess 
their skills behind the wheel. 

At the age of 70 - and every 
three years thereafter - 
drivers must declare whether 
or not they are fit to drive. 

This self-declaration is not 
made on the basis of any 
formal medical or driving 
test, but relies on the 
judgement of the individual. 

While no similar study has 
been completed in this 
country, if the picture in the 
UK is similar to that in the 
US and Australia, then of the 
estimated 500,000 motorists 
turning 70 this year, up to 
170,000 might eventually stop 
driving too early and some 
50,000 continue driving with 


poor levels of ability. 

There are currently 
3.9million driving licence 
holders in the UK aged 70 or 
over. 

This number is set to 
increase dramatically. The 
Government has predicted 
that of the UK citizens alive 
today, around ten million will 
reach their 100th birthday. 

A new report by TRL (the 
UK’s Transport Research 
Laboratory) for the RAC 
Foundation - Driving Choices 
for the Older Motorist - 
analyses data from several 
countries and finds that self- 
assessment tools can give 
older drivers useful feedback 
about their skills, but they 
cannot replace the 
professional assessment of 


driving abilities. 

Further validation of self- 
assessment tools would be 
needed before they were 


promoted more widely. 

Professor Stephen Glaister, 
director of the RAC 
Foundation, said: “All drivers 


should regularly consider 
their fitness to drive, but 
matters really come to a head 
when we reach 70 and have to 
declare that we are fit to be 
on the roads. In general, 
older drivers have an 
enviable safety record but it 
is clear that faced with this 
critical yes or no decision 
many motorists simply do not 
have a realistic view of their 
capabilities. 

“While this will mean there 
are drivers who are unfit to 
be on the roads, there will be 
many others who have 
prematurely hung up their 
keys. This will have a huge 
impact on their ability to live 
an active life, access essential 
services and take part in 
social activities. 


“The RAC Foundation does 
not support compulsory 
retesting at a certain age 
because this presumes that 
on reaching a particular 
birthday, people’s physical 
and mental capacities change 
radically. 

“But we do see an 
important need for an 
ongoing dialogue with 
motorists and encourage¬ 
ment from officials and the 
medical profession for all of 
us to regularly consider our 
abilities - whatever our age.” 

Currently there is no 
regular or systematic use of 
self-assessment tools across 
the UK, though some local 
authorities, including Devon, 
Suffolk and Sussex promote 
their use.
